and along the Santa Fe _ tracks 
was an iron, aluminum colored, 
casing, held in place by heavy 
;supports. The glass is report- 


ed to weight 20 tons, but the en- 
tire car is said to have carried 
more than 250 tons because of the 
heavy construction needed to in- 
sure safety of the precious cargo. 

The train, arriving in Pasadena 
about 8:30 o’clock, came from 
New York at not over 25 miles an 
hour and traveled by daylight 
Over a part of the route 
a crew of engineers went ahead 
of the train to be certain the 
track was not obstructed. 

The huge disc will be taken to a 
specially prepared optical shop at 
the California Institute of Tech- 
nology, a barn-line laboratory 
three stories high, fitted with a 
grinding table which itself weighs 
nearly 50 tons. 

Pivoted on the grinding table, 
the 200-inch mirror will be grad- 
ually smoothed until it is within 
a millionth of an inch of the re- 
quired concave shape. The pro- 
cess will require about four years. 

A 120-inch mirror, larger. than 
any ever built previously, already 
has been installed for checking 
purposes, to test the accuracy of 
the grinding on the 200-inch mir- 
ror. 

After the mirror is ground to 
its proper shape, it will be mount- 
ed in a tube 60 feet long and 22 
feet in diameter, with an observ- 
ers’ cage at the top. 

The top of the tube will rest on 
\a horshoe 46 feet in diameter, and 
weighing approximately a third of 
a million pounds. The overall 
weight of the entire structure will 
be nearly three-quarters of a mil- 
lion pounds. 


Trained glass-grinders, perched 
‘on stools in the huge dustless op- 
| tical laboratory, will supervise the 
grinding of the mirror with jewel- 
ers paste and carborundum. The 
grinding will be done by a huge 
bowl of sheet steel, studded with 
square blocks of glass to form the 
_ grinding surface.

Wrapped in a couple of blankets 
and placed in a cardboard box, 
a body of a baby boy was found 
yesterday afternoon on Grove ave- 
nue between G and I streets, On- 
tario. The baby had been born 
but a few hours when it apparent- 
ly had been discarded by its par- 
ents. The body bore no marks to 
indicate it had been killed. The 
blankets contained no_ identifica- 
tion clews. 

Deputy sheriffs and Ontario po- 

lice expressed the belief that the 
infant had been born during Wed- 
nesday night and that it had been 
thrown from a car early Thurs- 
day morning. Four Ontario boys 
noticed the box and the form at 
about 11 o'clock yesterday morn- 
‘ing. Thinking it was a doll, the 
| boys paid no attention to it. They 
; were bound for a jaunt. Return- 
ling later in the day they inves- 
tigated. Seeing that their find 
| was a human baby, cold in deatn, 
the boys immediately notified resi- 
dents of the district. 
; The baby had partially fallen 
{out of the box and a portion of 
its body lay exposed in the blank- 
ets.

|Communism Danger In State Seen 


By Speaker Who Lived In Russia 


Communist leaders in America 
are getting their orders direct 
from Moscow and the Communis- 
tic program calls for Moscow to 
be capital of the world, Rev. John 


Narazene church, declared in ad- 
dressing Upland Licns club in the 
Red Hill Country club house at 
noon yesterday. 

California, Nevada and Arizona 
form the thirteenth district in 
America in the Communistic or- 
ganization and the district leaders 
are conducting strikes in the 
agricultural industry and among 
employes of navigation com- 
panies, the speaker said in souna- 
warning of the 
dangers of Communism in this 
country, 

Born in Russia and a resident 
there until 1913, the Uplana 
church leader, recited a first hand 
description of the economic and 
moral conditicns existing there. 
His father was executed four 
years ago by the Communistic 
government on charges of having 
accumulated in former years a 
little wealth and in not accepting 
Cemmunism. 

To rid this country of Commun, 


ists, Rev. Mandtler suggested that 
each community have a commit- 
tee to provide speakers on the 
subject and to sponsor a general 
program cf education; that the 
schcols and nulpits should be 


purged of persons who teach and 
Communism; that there 
should be universal military de- 
fense; that fingerprinting should 
be made universal so authorities 
could keep a closer check on the 
Communistic leaders and that 


; America should be educated “back 


to God.” 


The speaker charged that many 
Southern California preachers 
are guilty of favoring Commun- 
ism and that many California 
‘schools have teachers who urge 
students to favor Communism. 

In_ Russia, the Communistic 
party controls everything, indi- 
viduals and property. Rev. Mandt- 
ler resided in southern Russia, a 
rich grain producing center, and 
annually the Communists’ take 
most of the products for the Com- 
munist store house, he said. 

To become 
Russia, “a 
God and all 


a Communist in 
person must reject 

religion,” he said, 
pointing out that among Com- 
munists there is no family life, 
there are no homes as Americans 
knew homes and there is no in- 
dividual property ownership. 

He declared that the individual 
is the property of the state and 
that people go and come as lead- 
ers of the party dictate.

Trench Being Dug and Pipes 
Laid as Huge Project 
Gets Started 





Approximately 200 men. are 
working in the Upland district 
in the construction of the aque- 
duct for the Metropolitan Water 
district. Fifteen of the total are 
employes of the district, the oth- 
ers being employed by the two 
contractors doing the work from 
Fontana to near Glendora. 

The firm having the contract 
for placing of the huge pipe from 
Fontana to Campus avenue is 
employing 127 men. The Shea Co. 
which has the contract for the 
line from Campus avenue west is 
employing 53 men, headquarters 
being on Central avenue just south 
of the Pacific Electric railway 
line. 

Pipe is being made for the Fon- 
tana to Campus avenue section 
at Rochester by one crew of men. 
Another crew is digging the 
trench while another crew is plac- 
ing the pipe. The pipe is approxi- 
mately 20 feet in diameter the 
sections being 12 feet long. Each 
section of the pipe weighs nearly 
40 tons. One quarter of a mile of 
pipe had be laid by the middle of 
this week, the workmen heading 
toward Campus avenue. 


The Shea Co. has not actually 
started work in making pipe and
